If the United States takes such action before the U N It 
would poao a clearcut test of the security council to function 
as an international agency for preaervlng peace in the face of 
veto powers held by the big fiva nations.

'that possibility the chance

Yugoslavs Given 
Huge Relief Aid 

WASHIUaTON, Aug, 31 iJP)—Oi- 
flelal records today showed that 
the United States has poured more 
than t2C!l,BSS.440 Into Yugoslavia In 
nrtlme and postwar aid. 
This Includes lend-lease »nd aa- 
islance by UNRRA. most of the 
latter being American money, but 
docs not Inctuda direct military aid 
|f American forces In wartime. 
The stale department fixed the 
amount of American lend-lease to 
Yugoslavia at 133,000.000, 

In addlUop, a total of 1327.077,000 
In UNRRA supplies have already 
delivered or are en route, and 
than 1100,000,000 worth are 
still to be shipped under present 
schedules. 

Yugoslavia has been the chlel 
recipient thus far of UNRRA aid, 
72 per cent of which has been con- 
tributed by the United States.

The govQrnniPnf.-i present opr;r:itlnn of the 
coal mines will be no more succes.stul than 
Its operation ol the r.Ulroatls during the first 
worltl war. 

Should KovornmeiU eventually ftaln control 
of all the ulllllies In the United Slates, the 
red tape so cliaraKierl.'itle of all federal oper- 
ations would really get an opportunity to 
thrive. 

The fundamental difference between pri- 
vate and government enterprise Is competi- 
tion, It'B competition that makcA for good 
service and low prices. Without competition 
there is little Incentive and even le.^i ctll- 
clcncy. which accounts for the way our gov- 
orrunentfll bureaucrata atumble around. 

We had a good example of that right here 
in Magic Valley this last week. The people 
complained to the Union Pactflc that they 
weren't entirely satisfied with tho kind of 
railroad florvlce they were getting. 

What happened? In no time at all half a 
doien high officials In the Union Pacific sys- 
tem were right here on the ground to work 
out iiome aatlBfactory solution. Result: 
Schedules were revised, ateam tralna were 
added, and other changes Instituted without 
a moment's delay. 

Just imagine what would have happened If 
the government had been operating the 
Union Pacific railroad. The complnlnant^s 
probably would have had to submit nomt ap- 
peal In quadruplicate to some government 
olllce In Boise, After three or four weeks, the 
Boise oKlcB would probably notify the com- 
plainants that they had filed the wrong form 
and that It should have been sent direct to 
the Denver office In the flr.sc place. After 
filling out the right form and sending It to 
the Denver office, the complainants would 
most likely be Informed that their appeal 
would be heard by some panel In Washington 
late Ui the fall. 

After one or two postponements of the 
panel hearing, It would probably bo concluded 
by those who originally made the complaint, 
that there would be no use of having the 
"special Investigators come out from Wash- 
ington" because the railroad In Magic Valley, 
under government maintenance In the mean- 
time, was too worn out to make any dif- 
ference anyway. 



FIGHTING ANOTHER KILLER 
The courageous fight which the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made against infantile par- 
alysis, and the eminent career which he 
achieved In spite of his affliction, served to 
focus public attention and public action on 
that disease to a remarkable degree. And 
though the prevention of the disease is atlll 
an unsolved mystery, the relief available to 
its sufferers Is Infinitely greater than It was 
a decade ago. 

The campaign against Infontlle paralysis 
has also called attention, In an inverse way, 
to the comparative' lack ot public Interest In 
other, equally serious, and much more preva- 
lent diseases. Among these Is rheumatic 
fever, which Is the object of Intensive re- 
search recently begun at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, 

Rheumatic fever !s our deadliest killer ot 
children. It takes more young lives than all 
other children's diseases combined— 20 times 
more than arc killed by poliomyelitis. It 
strikes 00 per cent of Its victims between the 
ages of 5 and 7, 

The great majority of these victims come 
from families whose food or housing Is In- 
adequate. But the dlsea.ic occurs In all strata 
of society, In all sections of the country, and 
at nil seasons. 

Not too much h known about rheumatic 
fever. It is thought to be "set off by an In- 
fection, probably streptococcic. It usually 
goes through three stages. 

The first may exhibit the symptoms of a 
common cold. The second, some weeks later, 
may be marked by fever, and swollen and 
painful Joints and muscles. In the third stage. 
Involvement of the heart Is evident. 

The medical profession Is confronted with 
a number of problems In its effort to combat 
rheumatic fever. There Is an Immediate need 
to Improve and Increase Its early recognition, 
for It is difficult of diagnosis. There U im- 
mediate need of a much longer period of rest 
and auperVlsecI care for patients. And, of 
course, there Is the ultimate need to mini- 
mize Its damaging effects and, hopefully, to 
find and nullify Its cause.

Hidden River 

ORLEANS, Ind. (U.R)— ThU little 
farming town's 1.M0 realdenti want 
Orange county's famed lost river 

Ftar years the stream, "one of na- 
ture's befl slelght-of-hand tricks, 
has plagued the town with a pecu- 
liar flood problem. 

Nearly every time It rains, the 
submerged river lUerally bolts out 
of the earth. Inundates the town 
square and backs Into many base- 
ments. BcsWei being bothersome, 
the condition also Is unsanitary. 

Townspeople now have petitioned 
the V. S. corps of engineers at 
Louhvllle. Ky.. lo look Into the 
situation, Itesldenta believe an open 
river channel, rather than nature's 
underground one. and an orllflclal 
lake will solve Ihelr Hood control 
dltflcultlea. 

Lost river actually looks and 
Just like any other river for BO of Its 
100 miles. The other 10 mlli 
vater are underground. 

The stream rises In Washington 
county, Ind., and flows atop the 
earth for 30 miles. At a point three 
miles east of Orleans It disappears, 
even miles southwest It la a 
flowing stream again, eventually 



stream. An Indiana university pro. 
feasor proved Ihut In the early '20^ 
by placing rtye In the water at ont 
end and watching It appear south- 

The gcolojilcal oddity results from 
a porous limestone bell that lies 
below the turlace of Orange county 
and stretches south to Mammoth 
cave In Kentuckj-, Lost river 
a-orn Its way underground through 
this limestone, leaving many giant 
cave.i under the rolling farms of the
